blossom, which, owing to the neutzat dit 
ot the slender stalk, seems floating m the 
air. 

But these are tropical species, yet the 
popular names of the vafious species—La- 
dies’ Tresses, Crane-Fly Orchis, Adder’s 
Mouth, Lady’s Slipper and Nun of the 
Woods—testify to the singularity and 
beauty of the varieties indigenous to our 
own country. 

The last-named deserves more than a 
passing notice. An enthusiastic lover ot 
the woods and what is found therein thus 
lovingly describes it: This plant is found 
only in certain cloistered retreats, under 
the shade of the woods; its flower re- 
sembles the pale face of a lady wearing a 
white cap. It is a true vestal and will not 
tarnish its purity by any connection with 
the soil. It rests on the soft, green bog- 
moss, and derives its sustenance trom the 
pure air and dews ot heaven. Like the 
orchids of warm climates, it is halt para- 
sitic, and requires certain conditions for 
its growth which are rarely combined.” 


But while the shape and color of the 
flowers make this family most noticeable 
among the whole vegetable creation, there 
are still further peculiarities, far more. 
wonderful and surprising, that a super 
cial observer might not notice, but which 
can be verified by any one who chooses to 
open bis eyes and see. 

A little explanation may, perhaps, be 
needed before these strange facts thatthe 
orchis flower presents can be understood 
by those not acquainted with the technical 
terms used in botany. Whoever has 
incautiously buried his nose in the cup of 
the white lily has perhaps remarked the 
brown dust that bas come off upon his 
face trom parts of the flower. This is the 
fertilizing element of the blossom and is 
called the pollen. It is borne upon a 
circle of little upright stalks that surround 
a stalk in the center. The central stalk or 
column has at its extremity a surtace 
rendered sticky by a viscid substance 
to which the pollen, dislodged by 
the wind, closely adheres. Un- 
der the microscope these little pollen 
grains, that seem impalpable powder, are 
seen to emit long tubes, that penetrate the 
central column down to its base, where 
they vivify the young seeds of the plant. 
This organization is common to all plants, 
asevery botanist knows, and, so far, the 
orchis is not remarkable; but in many of 


situated that the pollen could never reach 
the viscid surface in any ordinary way. 
The little column that bear the pollen 
rest, however, upon a very fragile bag of 
quickly-setting cement; and just beneath 
lies a goblet of nectar, irresistible to any 
moth or butterfly of refined and delicate 
taste. No sooner, then, does the moth, 
made thirsty by the dust and heat ot the 
day, thrust his lopg proboscis down into 
the heart of the flower, than he 
ruptures the bag of cement—it is 
so fragile that even the vapor of chloro- 
form will cause it to split—the base of the 
pollen bearing tube sticks fast to bis nose, 
he finishes his potation—which gives time 
for the cement to harden—and flies away 
to another flower bearing the unmistak- 
able sign of the hard drinker, the toddy 
blossom, in the most prominent part. Still 
another wonderful thing happens; the little 
stalk bearing the fertilizing dust begins 
to contract and bend over as soon as 
the cement at its base hardens, until it 
projects at a very slight angle from the 
proboscis to which it is stuck. The in- 
fatuated moth settles down again upon the 
very next flower, of course, that he finds, 
and again seeks the intoxicating bowl. 
The same thing happens, with this addi- 
tion, that, in entering, he has brushed the 
fertilizing pollen against the surface wait- 
ing to receive it,and has unconsciously 
acted as a high priest in consummating 
the nuptials of the flowers. 

Mr. Darwin gives the picture of one 
disreputable old moth,to whose proboscis 
no less than seyen pairs of pollen stalks 
were clinging, and remarks that such en- 
cumbrances must bave prevented the 
insect from reaching the nectary and would 
have soon caused his death. An awful 
warning against those too fond of crooking 
the elbow and who cannot keep their 
noses out of other persons’ affairs. 

In some varieties of the orchis, as the 
flower matures and expands,the proboscis 
of the insect fails to touch the little bag o: 
cement and draw away the pollen; bat, at 
the same time, these very flowers have the 
viscid surtace of the central column more 
adhesive than in the younger blossoms. 
The result of this is that the pollen 
of the young and vigorous flower is brought 
to the viscid surface m the riper 
and more mature blossom. The habits 
of tbe insects themselves secure this, for 
Mr. Darwin asserts that a bee always 
alights at the base of a spike of flowers, 
and crawls-regularly up, entering one after 
the other till she arrives at the top, pre- 
cisely as a wood-pecker always ascends a 
tree in search of insects. Therefore, in 
the first spike that the bee visits she fails to 
affect the lower and more mature flowers 


These, in the 
curious manner we bave already detailed,

This time-bonored principle is, in these lat- 
ter days, by many misunderstood, and by not 
afew despised.

the misfortune of bcnest error, and the crimi- 
nality of willful eee.
